Duo week of Congress lias passed 
and untiling done. liolh branche's. 
Iiowcver, will soon gel down to hard 
work. Over 200 bills liaye already 
been Introduced In tlio Senate, and a 
tloiid of them is expected in the House 
to-ihiy. As a rule Members are hard 
worked, although neither House 
meets till 12 o'clock and both a^unrn 
at !>. The hours before 12 are occu- 
pied in Comniltlcc meetings and the 
preparation of reportsoii ehtiius refer- 
red to individual Members for exam- 
ination. The Members are often 
obliged to devote hours at night to 
the examination and digesting of tlie 
voliiininous jiapers usually submitted 
ill support of the claims. Tliey can- 
not sitiro over the evidence liecause 
they have to submit a clear statement 
of it to the Coiiiniittce before the lat- 
ter agrees on the report, and then 
tliey must be prepared to answer all 
questions that may bepropounded by 
the 300 and mora Members when tlic 
claim comes up for final aeliou in the 
House. Tlie duties and labors of a 
Member are anything but few and 
light when Congress is sitting. Be- 
sides the duties Imposed upon hlin 
by the House, lie has numerous let- 
tl'r^ iif all sons and kinds to answer 
nut only from his own conslitueiils, 
but even from other citizens of his 
own State, and at times even from 
oilier .Stales, 'f his eorrespoudeuec is 
S(i large that Congress lunnil it neces- 
sary to allow each iuciiibcr|300 a ses- 
sion Mr writing paper and postage. 
Then again a great deal of time Is con - 
suuied in visiting the various Depart- 
ineiits looking after the claims or 
sonic business of constituents reijnir- 
iiig action by the. Department For 
that reason the corridors of the De- 
partment hnildings are alive with dis- 
tiiigiiished servants uf the great Ke- 
piiblic from the time lliat their doors 
are opened unlll tiie last mlnulc of 
grace'to reach the Capitol lo look al- 
ter business there. Truly, the path 
of a .Member is a rough and rugged 
one and not sliown with roses. 

The florists here are already renew- 
ing their well grauiidcd complaiuls 
against the iiijuslieedoiieby the (iov- 
i i iiiiieut ill keeping up four immense 
pi opiigatiiig gardens and greou-hons- 
es til supply flowers and plants gra- 
tuitously to the society people lo Ibc 
iiijiiry of private enterprises. Thoii 
mniN of dolhirs are appriiprialed ev 
cry session of Congress lo keep up 
these Government green-houses to 
no purpose other than to supply 
high ollieials and their friends Willi 
llouir^ and plants to adorn 
their private parlors when giving the 
custoinary afternoon and evening re- 
ceptions. This of course Injures lioii- 
rsl trade, and should be stopped. The 
Ainerieaii people do not uljijct ti 
their money being expended in wiiiit 
I'ontrlbutes to the welfare of all and 
advances Bcloncc, hut tliey do nbjei i 
to crusliing out ]ii'iv»te ciitei jirises 
liy using pilblie funds to linirllt 
class iiiilividiials. Let there be a 
lelbrm in this all important matter. 

Washington has been the clly of 
conventions the past week. Kirst in 
itiip'irtaiK e was the Uepnblie's eon- 
veiitioii— Congress; second, the Sani- 
tary convention, and third, but by 
no means the least, (he JCnighls of 
I.alior convention. 

The Sanitary convention is largely 
atiemled, and its daily sessions are 
inierestiiig In the papers read and 
discussions following on subjects af- 
fecting the hygiene and Hanitary con- 
dition of the whole enuntry. Many 
ilistinguislied sanilista arehera, and 
tlie printed report of the convention's 
proceedings will be receivetl by the 
peojilc of ail sections as an iiiiport- 
aiil and useful acipiisiiion to sanita- 
ry science. It is a subject in which 
every largo city and town in the 
country is deeply Interested, as Ihe 
healtli of whole eoniiuniiities is dc- 
pendiiiit upon it. Some of Ihe siili- 
ji-els discussed are the liealtli of fac- 
lorv operatives, the qnesUon of inar- 
iliiiic quarantine, and a commission 
to study yellow fever. 

11iO labor convention has been 
holding daily (■essioiis, and discussing 
siihjc-ls alVeetiiig the welfare of ail 
laboring classes. Among tlie most 
importaut subjects are "liovcoltiii 
Kiid eight hours for a day's work, 
llolli subjects liaye received tlie 
liearty ciiiliM>eiiient of the eoiiveii- 
tioii. It IS believed lliat the meeting 
at this time will induce congression- 
al aciion on labor questions. The 
oonvcnilon is large and composed of 
an intelligent body of men. who are 
calm ill their deliberations and yet 
firm in Insisting on, as a part of the 
common law of tlie land, what they 
believe lo be for the interest of tlie 
lalioi iiig classes and Just to their eiii- 
pioyei-8. Last 'riiursday night tliey 
had d torch-liglit procession, whieli 
was a mile In length and the most 
orderly ever seen here. The men in 
line were both yoniig and gray 
haired, and their appearance and 
bearlhg would command respect at 
aiij- time and in any place. Among 
llie transparencies were some bear- 
ing such inscriptions as "Abolisli 
Couviel Labor," "Arbitration tiral,! 
and strikes as a last resort," "Organ- 
ized labor is the bulwark of the lie- ' 
public," "Abolish the tiovernnient 
contract system," etc. A mass nieci- 
Ing was held after the procession, 
and stirring addresses made by good 
speakers. Congress cannot help be- 
ing deeply and favoraiily impressed 
with tlio deiiionstration. 

On Thursday morning requiem 
mass was held at SI. Matthew's 
(^liiiich for the repose of the soul of 
King Alfonso, and was a very impo- 
sing rorenioiiy. Tlie President, ac 
coiupanied by his Secretaries of 
Slate and War, walked over lo the 
church from tlie White House, and 
were assigned seats in a front pew 
All of the Foreign Legations ai tin 
Capital attended, and the gorgeous 
uniforms of the ministers and atta- 
elies added 1o the bnlilancy of the 
scene. 

Tlie Senate Commilloe on Print- 
ing will probably soon ofl'cr a reso- 
lution rngulaling the number of cop- 
ies of bill", to be printed. At pres- 
eiil an equal number of all liills are 
printed, and as a conseiinence 
tens of thousands of copies of private 
bills are never used and are 
wasted, while there are not enough 
copies of the important bills to snp- 
|ilv the demand. 'I'lie iiioposed res- 
olutloif will remedy the evil.
